the curious, and it was not to be obtained without diffienlty^ 
it was fought for with avidity.

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PREFACE. 

TiHE commerce and politics of Great Britain are now fo 
intimately conne6lcd with thofe of Hiiidoftan, that every im- 
portant change in that great empire mi|ft be highly intered- 
ing to this kingdom. 

Among all the arrangement8« iuggefted by the wiiHom 
of parliament, for the government of our (ettlements in thofe 
diftant regions, few perhaps could have had more (alutary 
confe^uenceSj though none has been lefs attended to, than 
the encouragement of the iludy of the languages of princes 
with whom we mud treaty people with whom me muil trade, 
fttbjeds whom we mull govern. 

That the languages of a country where a man relides, and 
with whole natives be has much intercourle, are highly im- 
portant to him, is a pofition unneceflaiy to be inforced, be* 
cauie univerially admitted ; nor is the conclution leis obvious^ 
that if fucli knowledge is to the higheil degree ufefui to in- 
dividuals, how much more coniequential muft it be to 
the reprefentatives of a great commercial body, whom 
a revolution unparallelled in the annals of any nation has 
placed as luvcreigns over countries exteafive, populous, 

b and» 
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and rich. So drcamftancedy however, to iliil be under 
the neccffity, in every tranla^on of moment with the 
powers of thofe countries, to correfpond and converie 

with them by the intermediation of interpreters, whofc 
ignorance perhaps is only to be equalled by their perfidy* 
is not only tedious, iiideciiive, and dangerous, but ill-fuited 
to the dignity of Britain, as a powerful and learned nation. 

To enlarge on the innumerable inconveniences to which the 
Baft India Company have been often expofed from the too ge* 
neral ignorance oi their fervants, in the languages of Hindo- 
dan, and on the dangerous neceffity ariling from thence of em* 
plow ing the natives in negociations ot the greatell fecrecy and 
importance, would be idle, becaufe lamented by many of the 
moll able writers on India alFairs, and confirmed by every 
gentleman who has returned from thole countries. The 
frauds w hich accident has difcovercd in the department of 
revenue afibrd ilrong prefumption that many more have been 
committed undeteded ; and the treachery of Foniapah, in-

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In fttch clrcum^nces, therefore, any humble attempt, 
however inadequate, towards removing luch obilades, may 
plead at kail for an allevlatioa of cenfiixe with regard to the 
execution. 

The following odes, now offered with the greateft diffi- 
dence, where by no means originally intended for the public 
eye; they formed, about two years ago*, part of the editor's 
exerciies in the courfe of his endeavoiurs to acquire the little 
knowledge he poflefles of the Perfian language; when hap- 
pen'mg to iubmit them (with a view merely to the obviating 
of doubts) to (bme gentlemen whofe charader and abilities 
he looks up to with refped, they were pleafed to approve of 
the plan, and to declare their opinion that the pubUcation 
might be acceptable. Want of con^dence, however, and the 
neceflary attention to a^rs of move immediate importance, 
have hitherto induced him to delay it ; and it now remain% 
with the reader to determine, whether inllead of TW, it bad 
not been more prudent, agreeably to Horace s advice, to hare 
kept his piece Nine Years. 

The proper name of the poet from whofe works they are 
extraAed, was Mohammed ShmmedtSn, though much better 
known by the title of Hafex, whichamong other flgnifications, 
implies a man of great memory, .He was bom at Shiraz, the

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capital of Farfiftan, the ancient Perlis, under the d' - / 
the Modfaafierians^ and lived at the period v lv i ! i " «^ 
Timiir or Tamerlane defeated the Sultaun Shah iv<»*. He 
died in the year of the Hejira 7g7 (about 1 3Q4 of the Chrif- 
tian xrd) and was interred at Shiraz preciiely at the time 
that fultan Baber made bimielf mailer of that city; over which 
ipot Mohammed Mimai, preceptor to tliat prince, afterwards 
built a chapel, and ereiStied a monument to his memory. His 
poems were collected after his death into one volume by Seid

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Hafez was much carefibd by many princes, particularly by 
the fultan Ahmed Ilekhant and Tamerlane ; but it appears 
that he was not ambitious of riches nor of honours, prefer- 
ing a life of retirement among his friends to the more dazzling 
attradions of a court life ^, 

The Ghazel or Eaftem Ode is a l|>ecics of poem, the fub- 
jed; of which is ia general Love and /f znc, interfperfed with 
moral fentiments, and reflexions on the virtues and vices of 
mankind : it ought never to coniift of iefs than five hdti or 
difttchs, not exceed eighteien, according to l>*Herbelot : if 
the poem is iefs than five, it is then called rabai or quartain: 
if it is more than eighteen, it then a£umes the name of kaakte 
or elegy.

Every verfe in the &me gJuutel mufk rhjme 
with the fame letter ; and when a poet has completed a leries 
of fuch poems (the rhymes of the hrll clais being in alif, the 
iecond in he, and Co on through the whole alphabet,) it is 
then called a divan, and he obtains the title of Hafez, or, as 
the Arabians pronounce it, Hafedh, Diran, however, is not 
always confined to poems of this fpecies, the title having 
been frequently given to complete co]le6lions of works, writ- 
ten by one author, in prose as well as verae, and foems par- 
ticularly to have been applied to fuch colledions as were 
made after his death. Several Arabiaiv Ferfian, and Turkish 
authors have completed dtoans,- and fome have borne the title 
of Hafez, but &£oh<immed Shemfeddin ieema alone to have 
enjoyed it, by way of eminence, unrivalled for many a^cs.

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Before, therefore, a dccilivc criticiihi ought to be hazard-

For fereral rcafons frequent ablutions were prefcribed to all goodmuStilmansliy 
ihc Mohaniniedau law, as indifpennbly necclfary for their earthly and future hap-^ 
pinefii ; this naturally led them to extreme cicanlinefs, but more efpecially in every 
thing relative to their religious ceremonies, to which th*'y were fo fcnipuloufly at- 
tentive, thnt the richer Mohammedans, when they had occaiion to travel, or even 
to walk out to ihc fitliii or w Kills, U'ft ihey might pafs through any unclean place 
at the hour of prayer, were always aiivmU-d by fcrvants carrying a kind of carpet 
called fy-jadcf upon which they proflrated themfelves: the poorer fort, who 
couM not aflbrd topurchafe diefe carpets, making ufe of a cloak or (omefUch ^a* 
ment. To ibin ihefe carpets therefore, efpecially widi wine, which was fo cx- 
prefsly forbid by their prophet, muft have Jbeen gjcnerattj ooolidered as a moft 
faring eircumftanoe of prdanation. 

Thofe, however, who view the writings of <mr poet in a myftieal li{^t, fuppofr 
HiBt by thisdiilidi he means only to inculcate that the decrees of Heaven, however 
Tepugnant they may appear to our ideas of right aud wrong, ought to be unrepin- 
ingly fubmitted to. A TurkiOi rommenlator named Ahmed Feridoun has made a 
continued allegory of the term?! of Lovc' and Wine, as expreffrng the tranfports of 
a foul devoutly attached to heaven ; and what indeed feems to give fome weight to 
fuch an opinion, is the exemplar^' Ufe and felf-denialof this poet, who, when tempted 
(according to D'Herbelot) with the higheft offers from the fultan Ahmed Ilekhani 
t(> engage in his fervice, pre&rred his retireaneut to all the allureiueut> of a fpleudtd 
eonrt. 

But in whatever fenfelheie poems may be received by the varioos oonmaitalDn, 
whether mylUtial or literal, it is not very important to enlarge upon the fubjedl in 
a publication, which is intended chiefly for thofe who wifli rather to fludy the 
language than to inveftigate the principles of our andior* The learned, however, ^ 
who wiib to fee this fubjeA judicioufly handled, are referred to a work joft puhs 
lifted, which difplays a moft wonderful uoiveriality of gehius*. The deg^nt avi

Meolnfki, quoting a commentator on HafeSf calls diia 
creature a fidiutous bird of immenfe fiae, fuppqfed to be die griffin, which, 
ding to an Arabian tndition, is ftid to have rngned as queen on die nounlain of 
Kaf, where Atexauder the Great had onoe a conftrenee with her. This is die 
fame animal named by die Ferfians Sfanurgh, from its fuppofed enormous 0m, fm- 
plyingthat it is thirty times larger titan any other bird. 

With regard to the name, it fecms, according to Meninflci, to be derived from 
the length and colour of the neck, the literal fignification of Enka being a dog of 
the greyliound fpocics, widi a long taper iiedt, fanounded by a Jund of collar of 
bright Ibining white.

*' Mail'una was a daughter of the tribt: uf CalaU ; a tribe according to Abulfeda, 
feniarkable for the purity of dialect: fpoken in it, and for the number of poet* 
it had produced. She was married, whilft ven- young, to the Khalif Muawiyah* 
But this exalted fituatlon by no means fuited the difpofition of ifflRuna, and amidft' 
all the pomp and fplendour of Damafcua, flie laiiguiihed for the (imple pleafares of 
her native defert. 

Thefe feelings ga\'e birth to the following fimple ftanzas, which (he took the 

grcated delight in finging, whenever flie cottld find an o}>portunity to indulge her 
]ueJauclK}ly in private. She was unfurlunately overheard one day by MoawiyaJi^ 
whowaj ofcourfe not a bttle ofTendcd wi. li f.ich a difcovery of his wife's fcntl- 
incnt> ; and, as a piinifhment for her fault, he ordered ht i lu retire from court.

Moawiyah was the fifth (fed quxrc) Khalii in fuccefiion from Mohammed, nnd 
the founder of the Omniiad (h nally. He ihewed a violent oppotition at lirlt to the 
new religion, but ha\ing piulelled iiimCclt" a convert, he was received into gieai 
favour by the Trophel, and advaijccd to ihc highell dignities by the hictceUiug Kha- 
lifs, Abttbeer, Omar, Othmaii, the bft of whom appointed him governor of 
Egypt. 

Upon the murder of Otfaman, Meawiydt determined to revenge his death, and 
aeeordingly declared aii.frreceneUeable enmity to the boufe of Ali, by whofe fug- 
geftltions he confidercd the trime to have been perpetsated. 

The confequence of this was a lotigand bloody war between theAlidiesand Moa- 
wtyah, which at length terminated in fkvear of the latter. But though, during 
the contofl, Moawiyah gave it) numerable proofs of his valour and abilities, hcw'as 
indebted for li s uUimate fucceis more to the moderation of bis competitor HafTan, 
f!ie fon of Ali, than to hi*, own euiukK*! ; for this virtuous prince having beheld v. ith 
horror tiie effuiion of Ho much Moiiem blood, revived to put a Aop to it, by giv- 

ing 
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Hig up is own pretcnfioRS to the thrcme : Ak refolat'ton he executed in the 40th 
of the H^ira, and upon bii idbilicatU>n» jMaawijrab was tcknowledg^ ^ougU 
thf emi»re Cammmder rftkt Fmtlifmi, 

Moawtyah difpla^red u many vinua* when iBpoffeffion of the Khaliftt as he bad 
ftewu talents in acquiring it» and after % i^ioiie reign of mneteMi yean died at 
Damafcus univerfally r^etted. 

The Uft public fpeech he made to his people is ftlU prefer v e d : '* 1 am like corn 
Ibat is to be reaped/' faid the dying monarch. " I hive governed you till we are 
weary of one another ; I ain fgtperior to all my fucceflbrs, as my predecdTors were 
fupcrior to me : God defires to approach all who defire to approach him ; O God, 
I love to meet thee, do thou love to meet me I" Vide Carlyle's Speeimen of 
Arabinii Poetry, p. 37. 

While we are fpeaking of the family of Yezid, it may not be amifs to lay befoio 
our readers pti aiu c dotc of thai mouarcii, which but little known to the gene- 
raliiy of Europeans. Yezid fucceeded lu« iatber Moawiyzdi in the Khalifat A. H. 
^ ; and in moft refpe^ ihcwed hiittfelf to beof *t«fy <W^nt dir^>ofiuon from his 
predeoeflbe* 

He was naturally cruel, avarlcious« and debandied ; but ioflead of eoneealing 
lia viees fimm the eyesof his fulyeAs, he ieefled tomake a parade of thofe aliens, 
which be kiww no good Mulliilaita could look upon without hotrar; he dank 
wine is pnbUc* be caieied hie dop» and was waited apoik by hie eunuchs in 
fight of the whole court. 

Such a conduA, perticularly when contraftcd with the piety of the former Kha* 
lifs, with reafon gave great fcandal to tb« Mohammedan world ; and accordingly 
we 6nd the Ihort reiga of Yesid perpetual^ difturbed with tumults and infuri 
left ions. 

This prince notwithftandin^ many rriroes and follies he was gul^ of, in- 
lierited his mother Maifuna'a Ullc for pc^ry. Many of his compofitions upon dif- 
ft:r€iu: ot >^ :i:io[i^ are tranfniitted to us by Arabian hiiionaui ; \ iuvc felefted ^Ml 
folknrisig oiui as a fpcctsacik kiokfa of his pnoAigac^' and wii :

SoOie account of the fotemn felUval in the month Mohurruin, the 
ftory Of Hol^n, tiie fon of AJi, the mncodote of an European ambaflador, the 
pageants and other ceremonies daring the MohnnrunH the cndrnfiafm of the Per- 
iSana during the Mohurrum, &c. will be found iUuftsattve of fevetal paflages tn ^bas 
«4 well as ill other works, and will convqr ft portion of Information on Tartous 
porticultra hitherto but imperfedlly known 4ii.£un^. Although theextraA be 
long, yec^ by reafoirofitsmtili^your readeratrilf-mulily excufe us. 

** The firftten days of the month Mohurrum (being the firft of the Mohamw 
medanyear) are obfervcd thiodghOM Perfia as » fblemn mourning; it is called 
by &e natives DMa, or a fpace of ten days. During this period the Per- 
iSans and a!! the followers of Ali, lament the death of Imaum HolTfin, the 
fecond fon of that prophet, who was ilain in tlie war againft Yczid, the fon of 
Moawiyah, Khp.lif of the Muflulmans. This event happened at a place called 
Kerbela, which in VL'i i\:i]r \n^^\lt:^ trrt'tf end misfortune. It is fituatcd in Irak Arabi, 
the ancient Mefupotamia, betwcwi the cities of Cut'a and Medina.~The par- 
ticulars of the ftory are as follow : 

" On the death of Khalif Ali, who wa»> aflaffinated at Cufa^ Moawiyah ot 
tile houfe of Ommia^ fooceeded to ^e Khali&t, which he Ind difpnted with 
Ali during bis lifetime* Mcawiy«b, dying ihortly after> was fuccccded by his 
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eideft foil Ve7J«l. In tlic huer\ al *, the Inlii.li.tnnts of Cufa had fcnt a fuk'mn 
enibaiiy to Hoii'tla at Metlii.a, icquellmg hiiii to cuww- »i,iiU liike; pollcll.on of tin; 
government, giving alTurance of their faithful fappoii. Lpon this allurancc, 
Hoflein determined to fet forwards, at ^he fame time taking with him the whole of 
llis family (excepting his youngeft ciau;,'hter, who was at that tiuie fick). Me be- 
gan It march to Cufa on the 9th of Zulbuj, accompanied by a conGdeiable bod/ 
of troops: intelligence of this being carried to the Khaltf Yezid, who was than 
at Dama-fctts, he fent orders to ObeidoUah* the Governor of Cufa, to ademlle an 
army and to crufli the rifing febellion* by cutting off Hoflein and his foUo^iyiprs. 
Obi^idoIlciTi, inofaediencc to the command of his inaAer, lentbis deputy' Ibn Saiul, wick 
ten thoulknd men, giving him exprefs orders to intercept Hofleiu iu hi$ route.— The 
army in confequence he;i:an then- march ; ObeidoUali, remaining in the city, took care 
by fcizinp the head^ of the faAion, intlrelv to qiu-ll the infurretlioii ; by which 
means, thi' ('.utian<> perceiviiii: ilio tituaiion of allairs, ro;^ardk l> ni die i)!ith> :iiui jm*- 
■lifes they had made, trcaciii roullv left the unhappy priiu e to hi^ late ; loi u hii. li be- 
haviour they aic curled by the Pei iiaas and ilic fulloweia of All to ihU tlay. iloiietu 
with his army had not advanced Ux, before intelligence was brought hmi that the, 
encniy had taken -dieir Aation between Um and the river Euphrates, which lay 
ia his intended route, by means of whidi he was intirely cut off from the water ; 
an event of the moA diftrelBng nature In the fultty climate Mefopotamia, where, 
tnm the violence of the heat, the weary travdler, even when fuplicd with water, 
can Icarody esift^->Deprived of that neoeflary article, how trying muft the fitu* 
ation be t Inde^ this circumlhtnoe was die preliminary caufe of all the misfor* 
tunes which befel him his men, dilheartened at the idea of i^eridiing with thitff* 
fisrfook him in great numbers, deferting fo very that in few days his force was 
reduced to the inconfiderable number of fevonty-two perfons, among whom ^ were 
feveral of his own kindred, particularly his brother Abbas All, his nephew Ciltlim 
the fon of his brother IlalTaii, his own fon Zeln al Abudeen, a youth of twelve 
years of age, and his two iiifmn children, Akbur and Af!<tir; of the females!, 
were his daughter Sekeeria, his filler Zeinib, and his auut Koolfom. — In this fi- 
tuation, continual {kirmiilies and diftrelles thickcining upon him, were finally tcruu- 
naied on die tenth of Mohurrum, when Ibn Sakd advancing with his whole force, 
furroundod this little troop, and dwy were cut to pieces, after lighting raoft dcf- 
petatdy. Alknr^ Uoflein's iniant fim, was killed hj arrawf in hb father**

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Ifip ; ai'.il PufTcin h'lmfelf, at kneth laid exTiaufted with fatifi^fi, ant^ faintlnc; under 
a n)\jllitude of wousitis, fell. Hiihtad was iiuuicuiaieiy tut urt, and ihe ciieiji> 
$roops ilicii rullimg into the t€iU began a general plunder, and took prifoners Uie 
Teitiaining Ton of HoflTein, who was fick in bed, together with the females of the 
family already mentioned ; betcayiug them at the fiune time «f their ernamento 
and jewels, and treating them in a moft infulting manner. A few days aAer» 
they were all conveyed to I>ainafctts, with the head of Hoffinn, to be preftnted 
lotheKhaUfYezid. 

The tradition goes, that at this period «n ambaflador from one of the EiUDpcait 
ftates happened to refide at the Khallfs court, who on the arrival of the prironera, 
%vas ftruck with compalTton at the miferable appearance thcy mnde, and afked Ye- 
2id who they were ; the KhaUf replied, tliat they were of the family of the pro» 
phet Mobamincd, and that the head was the head ofHoffeinthe fon of AH, whom 
he had criufcd to he put to death for his reWllion ; whereopon the auibaHador rofe 
up and reviled lite Khalil'voiy bitieily Ibr thu^ treating th" family of his owa 
prophet. The haii«!:hty Yvzld, enrage<l at the afFronl, ordered die aiubaflador to 
go himfelf nnd bring him the head of Zcin al Abudcen, on pain of immediate death ; 
this however the ambailador flatly rcfufed ; and, aa die Peifiai^ believe, embrao* 
ing the bead of Hoffein, turned Mui&ilmaft ; oD whtobhe was-^iowediately put to> 
death by the command of Yesid. 

All thefe various events are reprelented bj the Perfians dnring Ac fiift ten day* 
of Mohurrum. On theSfth of the preceding mmth ef Z^uf, thcj m£i ^ 
AfumiwitOi tbepnipitsof themol^iie, theiiifideaof which are o« Ais occafiov 
lined with black cloth. On ibe 1ft of Mohurrum the Akhundt of Peiih Kamaxay ' 
(or M<^hammedan priefls) aaoaut the pulpits, and begin what is denominated by 
tlie Perfians <il Wnkady or a recital of the life and actions of Alt, and his fona 
HulTun and HolTein ; defcribinjr at the fame time the cirouniftances attending the 
melancholy fete of the Iniaum Hoffein ; the recital is made in a low folemn tone of 
voice, and is really afl'ec'i ing to hear, being written with all the pnthiLtic elerr.nce 
the Perfian language is capable of exprelFine. At intervals the people Itrike their 
breafts with violence, weeping bitterly at tiie fame time, and exclaiming, "Ah Hof- 
fcin ! all I loiTcin ! Hctj az IIoJLia ! Alas for HolTein !" — Other parts of the Waka^l 
are in verfe, which are fung in cadence to-a doleful tune. Each day fome parti- 
cular adion of the flory is reprelented by people UdeQad Air Ae purpofie of pecfiai* 
ating thofe concerned in it ; elGgies are alfo brought out and carried in proceffioa 
through the different neighbourhoodt mmo% Aafe Ae|r inve one Rprefentin^ 
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iht river Euphrates, wh'ch they call Troops of boys and young men, 

fame perfonatit:;; (faefolJtersof Ibn Sud, othenthofc of Hollelti and Ihu com- 
pany, run atywt the flreets* beating and Ikirmiibms with each ptber, and each 
have their refpei^Live banners and eufigns of diftin^iun. Another pageant repro 
(ents the Khali f Ve^id feated on a magnmcent throne furrouiided by guards ; and 
by hl» (ide ts place*) toe European ambattador afore-mentioned. 

Among the niofl affvi^Ing reprefcntations is the marriage of young Caftm., thefoit 
of HulTiiii, anJ nc'i'liew o." llolfciii, with his dauu-iit t ; t:i! wai never conlvun- 
iiuUed,asCafini was killed iu a Ikimiiih Oil ilie ba.V s of tlie K.u;i)ir:iic3, <>ii ilic ;Ut 
of Mohurruui. Ou t!iis occnfion a boy reort u- us ilie bride, dec )ratL-.' In her wed- 
ding garments, am! nL'.endcd by the feitndei oi' thf> family chaiuiii!; a mouraful 
elegy, in wfiicli is ; .-hied t!ie cirfuiiiflriiu-e of her bctiolhed hulband being cut oiF 
by uiiiUcli — {for fu'-'.i is tile teriu by which the Sheias fpc ik of the Su'init^-iK Th i 
parting between her and her hulbaiid i> alfo rcprefeiited, v. iicii ^uiiiji^ tu ilcid 
Ibe takes an affe^Uonate leave of him ; and, on his qviitt'ng her, prefetiti him with 
a burial veft, which Ae puts round his neck : at this fight the people break out into 
mod paiGoaateexclamatious of grief and diftrefs^ and execrate the moft bitter curfes 
upon Yextd, and all tbofe who had any co\)cern in deftroying die fiiinUy of their 
Lnauru, 



TheTacred pigeonsi which are affirmed by the Perfiani to have ^ried news of 
HolTein^s death from Kerbelai to Medina (having fu (I dipped their beaks in his 
blood as a confirmation), are alfo brought forth on this occafioii. The horfes on 
v.hich HoiVeia aiid his brother Abbas are fuppofed v> have rode, are Ihewu to the 
people, pfi'ir* .! covered with \v«)unds, and line': fr.ll of arrows. 

During liiefc \:irious procefliOMs nuifh injury is oltt-n fnfViined, as the PeiUaus 
are all frantic L-\fn to entiiuliafrn, ami tln'y believe uiiifomily that the fouls 
«1 thofe llaiii during the Mohurrum will infallibly go that inllaal huu Pa- 
radf/ii this, added to their frenzy, witkh, fur the liiiie it lafts, is fuch as 1 never 
fitw exceeded by any people, maka diem ^efpife and even oottft death.. Many 
,thereare who inilid voluntary wounds on themfelves, and Ibme whoalmoft entirely 
ablbun from water during thefe ten days, in memory of, and as a fuffenmcefbr^ 
what their Imaum fulTered from the want of that article ; all people abftain from 
the bath, and even from chanf^ng thdr clothes during the continuance of the Af«- 
htirntm. On the 1 0th day, the coffins of thofe {lain in the battle are brought fiirth, 
liatned with blood, on which fcymitars and turbans, adorned with herons* feathers, 
are laid :~-thefc are folcinnly interred, after which the pricfts again mount the 
pulpits and read the Wakaik. l^e whole is concluded with curfes and imprecations 
OB the Khalif Ye^ud. 
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Tlic rcrGjiii afTum thij» to be a aiaifyrvioiu, and dnougUout the \%h.)Ki of (he 
Tcciul Hofleiu is diftinguilhcd by the appellation o( S/tcAtcd, or themuriyr. Lhey 
odd, that he aUb knew of, and voluntarily fufTered it m an cx option for the fim 
of all who believe in Ali, andconrequeiitly that all who lament the death of th«r 
Imaum, (halt find favour at Uie day of Judgement: they further alfert, that if 
Hoflrin had thought proper to make ufe of the powers of his Imaumfhip, the whole 
world could not have hurt him, but that he chofe to futfer a voluntary death, that 
his followers might reap the benefit of it in a future ilate : whence arifcs the belief 
anieng tbo. Perfians, that at the day of judgement Faiiina, tbc wife of Ali, and 
mother of the two Imaums Hufiun and Hoflein, will prcfen: herfeir before the 
throne of God, with the fevered head of I luflein in one h^.nd, an<l the heart of 
IIufTun (\v!io was p<iil"oned) in the other, dcmnndinjr abfolution in their najnej 
for the lins of the follows of Ali ; and they ooubt not but God will grant their rc- 
qncii, — I had t^iofu particulars iiom .1 itli^ious Perfian, and as they are not gene- 
ra'ly known to Europeans, i have taken the liberty ofinferiinjj them. 

The death of the Imaum HulTun (who was poifoned by Ay^fiia the widow of Mo- 
hammed at Medina) is lamented by the followers of AH on the SSth of the month 
Sefr. being tlie day on which he died, but it is not kept with fo great a folemnity 
as thofe of Mohurrum ; although HnflTun is mentioned daring that period«f|^any 
perfons have confounded thefe together, and erronooufly fuppole t\^Deia of 
hurrum to be equally for both ; I was particularly in4|uifttive on this head, and was 
affurcd by fevcralpcrfonsthatthedirtinc^ion bctw pcn the two was very confidera» 
bfe/' See Francklin's Tour from Bengal to Periia, p. &c.

Pa^e 18. The following extra<n: from ** Ol»fcr\ .Ttioiis niaUc on a Tour from 
Bengal to rerfia," by William Fiancklin, p. 2.'>7, will dcfcribe the mode of tra- 
velling in Perfia ; 

** A Cafh is conipofed of camels, horfc:!, and mules, the whole of whi<^ are under 
ihedire^ion ofa Chebarwa Dar, (MrMailer. It is to him the price of a mule or camd \% 
paid, and he ftipulates with the traveller to feed and take care of the beaft during the 
journey ; ht: has under him feveral inferior fervants, who help to unload thebealb of 
burden, take ihem to water, and atcco I ihem during forage. The Cafila, whtlft 011 
the jounu V. keeps as clofeas poflTiblc, and on its arrival at the Munzit GaA, 
or place of encampment for the day, each load is depolitcd on a particular i'\H,t 
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maxketl out by tiM mtiler, to whidi tht nerdiifit who owni the goods rcpain I 

hU bagga|,'e forms a creToent ; in the centre are placed the bedding and provifioni i 
a rope or line made of hair is then drawn round the whole, at the dillance of about 
three yards each way, which ferves to diftinguilh the feparate encampments* Dur^ 
ing the night, the beafts are all brought to (heir Rations, oppoQte to the goods they 
are to carry in the morning, and are made £ifi to the h»r rope above mentioned. 
At theliour of ipo.inc;, which is generally between three and four in themomio|p, 
tliey load the muics and caincia. In doing tliis, the palTcngers are awakened by 
the jingling of the bells licd ronn<l the iiLcks of the beafts, in order to prevent 
their f^rairgrmg during the march. A pailage from HaHz may probably be not mi- 
acrc, tubie to the reader iu this place, as il teivei to illuilrate the cuilom above dc* 
icnbed : 

The bdl proclaims aloud, bind aHifwf itarietuf** Oo£s of Hai es. 

When every thing is ready, the Cbeharwa Dar orders thofc ne.ireft tlie road to 
advance, and the whole move off in regular fuccefllon, in the fame order as the 
preceding day." 

Pa^r %^, Add to Note *. The houfes in the Knil vvrre in ancient tunes, as 
they are full generally bu'<lt, in one and the fame uniform manntT. I'hc roof or 
lop of the houfe is always flat, covered with broad ftoues, or a ltn>i>g phiiit r of 
terrace, and guarded on every fide with a low parapet wall. {Dtut, xxii. 8.) The 
terrace is frequented as mnch as any part of the houfe. On this, as the feafon fa- 
vours, they walk, they eat, they deep, they tranfafl bufinefs, (1 Sax. \%. 2b.) 
thqf petform thdr devodons. {Atlt x. 9.) The houfe is built with a court 
within, into which chiefly the imndows open ; thofe that open to the ftreett, 
are fo obftruded with lattice work, that no one either without or within can 
fee through them. Whenever therefore any thing is to I)e feen or heard in the ftreets, 
every one immediately goes up to the houfe-top to fattsfy his curiofity. In the fame 
niannor, when any one had occafion to make any thing nublic, the readicft and 
niofl I '.rccturil way of doing it, was to prorlaim it from tl ^ houfe-tops to the peo- 
ple in ihi- ftrccts. [Mtitth. X. 27.) A'isi. Bp. Lowth on Kaiah xxii. 1. 

Dr.. Slra-A p.r(ivi:iiin> i;s, that ** the houfes throughout the F.r.ft avr \cw. havifig 
generally a ground floor oiily, or one upper ftory, and flat roofed, the loof being 
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fovevcil with a ftron* coat of plafli , of ti rrncf. Then' arc built rovmd a favtnj 
court, KiU) whicii the entrance iVoni the lliciJi \^ lhn>uj;h a gateway or |>alTago- 
riiuu), furnilhedwith bench<>s, and funicicnily large to beufed for receiving viGts 
dT trsnfaAiiig bufinefs. The ftairs whidi lead to the roof are never placed on the 
outfide of the honfe in the ftreet, but ufually in the gateway, or paiTagc-ixMim 
to Che court, fomethnes at the entrance within the court. This court is novr called 
in Arabic, et or the middle of the houfe ; literally atifwering to TO fiSffOV 
of St, hike V, 19. It iscuftmnary to lis cords from the parapet walls (Dorf. xsxu 
8.) of the flat roufs acrols this court, and upon them to expand a veil or covering 
A a (heker from the heat. In this area probably our Saviour taught. The paraly- 
tic was brought on to the roof hy making a way through the crowd to the flairs in 
the gateway, or by tht* ferraces of the adjoining houfcs. 'I'hev rolled hark the veil, 
nnJ let the fick man down over the parapet ot' the roof into the arcaor court of tlie 
houfe, before .Itfus." Vid. Shaw's Travels, p. 277. 

In the cenlei of Shirauz is a ntof(;i:e, Avhich the Perfians call jS^^^* 

Musjidi Xo»), or t'lc new niofcjue ; hut it<i date is nearly coeval with the city itfelf, 
at Icail fincf ii iia- bten inhabited by Mohammedans ; it is a fq-,inre buildin;^ of a 
noble fize, and has apartments for prayer on each fide; in them arc many infci op- 
tions in the old Ctiflr charac'tf 1, which of tliemfelves denote 1 lie antiquity of the 
place; in the center of the fquare is a larcre terrace, on \\!iuh the Penians 
pt-i forin their devotions, both njoruiiij^ and evening ; lhi:> uvrace ia capable of con- 
tamkitg upwards of two hundred pcrfons, and is built of flone raifed two feet 
and a half high from the gtound ; there are two very large c)-prefs trees of an ex* 
tmordinary height, which the Periians alDriu to have Ibod the amazing length of fix 
hundred years : they arf called Aalbuk Maalhuka, or the lover and his miftrefs, and 
are held in great veneration. The mofque has a garden adjoining to tt»and places 
mcelbiy for perfoaning ablutloiis. Vid. Fiattcklin*s Tour, p. 6i. 

P<i{!je Ab. It may not be anufs in this pla. e to illuftrate what is faid by Mr, 
IVii hardf<«n relative to Jofeph, by a pafTiige from the Koranic fmat or chapter con-

Into the held, that he may divert himfelf 
and fport, and we wili be his guardiaivs. Jacobaafwered, It grieveth me thnt ve take 
him away ; and 1 fear left the wolf devour him J, whil«i ye are n^ligent ol" hitn.

or Kaf then is a fabulous mount»n, anciently fuppofed, by the Afiattcs^ 

to funound the wurid, and to bind the horizon on all fides. In tiicir writinjjs, 
thcrelbrc, to pain; tht^ rifing of the fun, rtiey fay, *' When the flar of day app^-ed 
from the hdght of Kaf, the «rorId was enlightened :** whitft they cxprefs the whole 

extent oi" liic cxirih, b} " L ^ fig jl L:: Kaf tau Kaf From Kaf to Kaf." 

Toaccount for the firft or falfe twilight (called ^_^ilSw/| \) which it fol- 

lowed by an intenfer darknefs immediatelj- before dawn (named ; I'jl 

or 1 yf^ f J'he fecond or true crepufde), the eaftern aflronomers fup- 

pofed a window in Kaf, fome degrees below the fuwiniit, through which the fun's 
rays being couvtyed r..s he lofc, the world afker he had pafled was left in temporary 
obfcurity till he appeared again above the horizon. Since, however, fome of their 
phUolbph«r» have applied themfetvcs to the flady of geography, they have difco- 
vered Kaf to be Mount Caucafus, or Inumsy ta die enft, and Mount Atlas, to the 
weft; over which the fun, in thofe countries, appcan to pafswhen herifctand 
fets. Ilk the Koran {for even Mohammed bimfelf waa carried along fay thii po- 
pular belief) Kaf his fidd to reft upon aftone called Sakhiat, formed aoeon^ng ta 
ftme learned do^ton, of one entire emerald, the refieftion Irom which, they f*yt 
gives die asure appearance to the flcy ; whilft its movements produce earthquakes, 
volcanos, and all the extraordinary phaenomena of nature. On Kaf the eaftern 
poet» and romances have fixed the reiidence of the Dives or Genii, f uppoling them

called in hiftory and romance Disc kn$d, the chainer or binder of de- 

mons. In the " Chronicle of Abujafar,** there is a tradition, that God created 
the Genii or Dives long before Adam, and gave them the world to rule ovex 
ibr 7000 yeais ; after which the fovereignty was veiled in the Peris and Dives Hot 

9000 year* tnore, under thdr fole monarch ^ ^ U J«i» hen Jm ; but 

thefe beings difobeyed the mandates of God. Eblis, the devil, then an etheral 
nngelt was feiit from heaven tochaftife and govern dwm; when bang joined by 
a oonfiderable party of malecontents, he gave battle to Jan ben Jan, and became 

in his ftead abfolute fovereign of the earth. Intoxicated, however, with his dig- 
nityi Eblis forgot that he was inferior to Onmipotence ; to humble him therefore 
Man was created, and the proud angel commanded to obey him ; but refufing, he 
was curfcd of God, and dtwmcd to ev eri ifting torment. From this fiubborn dif- 

obedience, it is added, he was named I iba, the Refradloiy ; \ £blis»

Agreeably to Mohanunedmn 
mdition, his genius was To cxtendve, that Stttkhnje, a jtowciAil XHv, *who theft 
reigned in the mountein or Kaf, Tent to Scth, roqucliing the aUIftanee of hU bro- 
ther fur the government of his dominions, in confequencc of which heat^ed achis 
vizir for many years; when, perceiving, by hi> knowledge in the oc. ult fcieuces, 
thai ckalli approached, hebu<lt for Sufkhraje, as a moii.uueat to his memory, 
a paiac t! and maufol uin of fingiilar tnagnifiocnce, where everj' orfu c wa* performed 
by ftatues, which, by talifinanic art, (l^charged •si! t^ie fun^lions. of men, 

A& to ^^^j^ Ahrrmen, he v as the principle of tvii, in oppofition to j^^y^l OK 
iviit;'/, the principle of Good. The old Perfian poenis and romande> relate many won** 
^rful fictions concerning the mt-nntain of Ahennan, where all the demons were 
fuppofed to aiVenible, that they ni glit reoeive orucr.s f- ani the r prince, and thLO Hy 
to the different corners of ilie world, fcntteriiig difcoid and calamity where\'T 
they Ihapc'd their courfe, I' uidau'i, the f lomer of Perfia, in hit* Shah nun Ac- 
fcriboi one of his heroes, when going to fight with Aherman, as arming iiifnitli" 
with all fort* of chtnm and pnfervmdvet againft his «nehantments. This great 
work, the Shah namebt or book of Kings, it may beobferved, wm written about 
« century befote thefirft crulade ; and it it not at all improbable, that fume diiU 
membered pailages may have fumiibed many of thofe wild ideas of inchanted ro- 
mance* which after that period overfpread the European world. 

The Eaflem nationa, canying their llrange oonce()tions a little farther, have

dUlinc'i'.ii, fur inanjr age« befote tbeCbriftian set*. It even became* cullum to 
canT bciei^er tbey went, pocket ailronomical tablcsp whicb uurf confohed* as 

vik,] as a:irctlo£er«, on e\'e j Jfiur of impoctanoe. Amro •^^ooe of the gieateft, 

aiii one o( the moft penettacmg of die Arabian genol** baring fiibdued 
pA: t of I ; % t't« and other countries, fot down before Jemblem, and had 

almoft ko A to furrender, when he was toid by an aftfologer, that the 
pred i'lctl r <, .t of the Holy City bad only three lettcte- m bU name. 
Struck w th t!u>» Arnru fufpended bis operations, and fent a nielVenger immediate- 
ly to his malter, the Khalif Omar wbolb name in Arabic confilh of only 

three letters ; aitd u^^cm his arrival in die eamp, the town uifiantly cajNtulated. 
Tamcrbue feldom n:archcd till the alltologen fi:ied the lucky hour : and an ideot 
ha ving once thrown a 1 -eaft of mutton at hrm, prccifcly at tlie tunc he was meditat* 
ing the conijuelt >jC KittrtT.jie, fometimcs called the Brcaj! of ihc Worli^ he interpreted 
it, before all hi-^ amiy, as an infallible omen of his fuccefs. Much good policy^ 
as well as fvn^erliit-nn, pofHbly, indeed, have been at the bottum of Tamer- 
lane's conduct ; as It mult have liiglily animated hU trtmps, \\ lio w ere conlliiu- 
tionaih iiiiprelfcd with ilie fti i>ngell ideaa of otnen«, fpelis, and every fi^ecies of 
fupernatuiai ijchef: a nu)ft cruel prjof of wh.. li tiic:r ajicellors had given when 
they over-ran the Khalifat in the thirteenth century ; for many of the Mohamme* 
dans having a cuftom of cariyiug aboet themverfes or dnptrrs ef tfte Koran« 
by way of pre(ervatives or charms, the Tartars conlideied all they met, with fudb 
papers, as enchanters, and put them to death without mercy. The' Tartars 
liave ever, indeed, been fo ftiongly tmprefledwith the notion olenchantments^ that 
we meet with ftrange details in fiime of their moft audientic writers. Abalgaae, 
King of Khareame, who writes a genealogical hiftory of the Tartars, very gravely 
tells us, tliat Tuli, nneof tbefons nf .Itngiz Khan,, having been funounded by the 
Kathay or Chinefcarmy, would have liecn cut to pieces, Itad he not ordered one 
of his ningicians to turn fiimrjier into v»i:ner. 1 !ie <-on'niror acrnrdinfrly be^an 
bts uperations, and continued thexn for thret* days, w in n In." brought down fuch 
a Hormofhajl and faow, that the Khan of Kathay army, clothed in lilkcn gar-

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incnts 'anii*Shtn fluffi, being unable to move, W6fe flauijihi-.eJ without ^eAftance. 
—-Onft MaKinoud, Who pretuiddil to t>e a Yorcerer, was fnllow^ by uuiftbe» ; and 
fomented a dangerous revolt agatnft Jagathat, another of the fons of Jeng'u Klian, 
ho fucceeded hts father in TUrkeftan. His genitalis marched to attack the i«beU ; 
but, on point of giving battle* the Mogul army finding Uiemfdves enveloped hf 
a thick fog, conceived it to be the enchantment of Mahnioud, and immediately 
fled, to a niaii. Onearfow'oiily, it isfaid, n-as difcharged ; which, by a lingular ac* 
cidcnt, killed the forcerer ; yet C) firoiigly were h-speople itnprefTc'il v\ itb his fuperna- 
tural powers, that his broiliers found no diiriculty in iierfuading tliciu that he had 
only made IhmfLlf invifible for a little while; .mi illumed the adiniiilliratton of af- 
lairs till his return. This revolt was nitcnvnrt s qupllf*! with fome dil..ci.iJy *. 

It is but little niore than a century lince liie co.ijuration of witches, ticuioiis, 
aiiil i.tiiies, was conniiouly praCtifed and tauv^ht irj London by Lilly aiul uiiicrs. 
Kvcn the Hon. Mi. Boyle, (fee his woi ks, vol. \ I. p. 30.) and other men ofjjrcat 
learning and found judgement, in otht.- refpec'ls, were flrongly imprelliMi with a 
belief in thofe fupernatural beings, and of the pmver of fpells in commanding their 
fervioe. In the A(bmolean Mufeum at Oxford are various formularies of invoca- 
iion and incantationSp colle^ed by the very learned and fendUe founder ; who 
was finmgly tin^ured with thofe prejudices. See Aflimole's ColtefV. of MSS. No. 
Bibi). 1406. s. Seealfothe Lives of John Lilly and Eliaa Alhmole, Efq. like- 
wife Dr. Percy 's Relicks of Ancient Englifli Poetry, vol. HI. p. SIS, S!4 — Con- 
jurors, witches, and forcerers, are accurately defcribed in our law books. Haw» 
kiti^,, fin his Pleas of the Crown,) fays, ** Cotjurors are thofe who, by force of cer- 
tain magic words, endeavour to raife the devil, and oblige him to execute their 
commands. IVitchet are f ik h who, by way nf conference, barcnin willi an evil 
fpirit to do what they liciire of tiim ; and .So/« rirv are thofe wiio, by the ufe of 
certain fupe.llitious wonN, or by the means of itnagc-, &c. are faid to produce 
ftfange efle<fls, above die ordinary couric of nature." All which were anciently 
punilhed as heretics by fentence of the eccleiiaftical courts, and burnt by the writ 
D« kerciicQ ctmbmrdo. See Lib. I. p. 5. By the Common Law, they could only

2, 
Tliat confult, covenant with, entertain, employ, or reward any evil fpir i, to 
any intent. S. As take up any dead perfon^s body, or any part thereof, to be 
ufed in any muiner of witcbcraft. 4. Or that eseercife any witchcraft, inchani* 
vnent, charm, or foroeiy, whereby any perfon fliall be killed, deftroyed, confumi* 
«d, or lajned in bis body or my part thereof.** And though a fpirit doth not 
aif^iuatly appear u]^nn I ti\ oration, &c. or though a ilead perfon, or part of it, 
bu taken up to be ufed, and not aftually ufed, they are liill witiiai the flatute* 
Thi* law, which would difgracc the moll ftupid of nations in the mull barbarous 
lute of ignorant e, Mtis n >t rept nlnl t^i" jnh Gem II. If w e l.cep fuch tir« 
fiinillaiicts in view, and pay a proper attention to clnoiiolouv, w hen read, 
we iViall not, with any re^r^rd to juftkc, icmk down with contempt upon the nvLa* 
Uers unJ IxjIa U ul" uiilaat tiiats aad Uifiant countries. 

But at tlie prefent day loo many perfons, olherwife of fupeiior education, in 
Engbnd, fup{)ort a great number of cheats who prtfend to tell fortunes. Thefe 
people impofe upon the credulity of the public, by advertifements and caids»^ indi- 
cating a power, from tbnr knowledge of aArology, to fbrtd future events, and ta 
dtfcover ftolen pn^Mfty, or lucky numbers in the lottery, &e* 

The extent to which this mtlehtef goes in the metropolis b almoft bqrond bdief ; 
particularly during the drawing of the lottery ; where the folly and pbrenay 
wliich prevail in vulgar life lead ignorant and delude people into the fnareof 
adding to the misfortunes which the Lottery occalions. by additional advances of 
money (obtained generally by pawning goods or apparel) paid to pretended aftro- 
log'ers for fuggefting lucLy numht r*, upon which they are advifcd to make infuranrci ; 
and under the influence of this unacrmmtnble deluiioo they are too often induced 
to increafe their rilVsanJ rui;i ihcir faniilic:-;. 

One of thefe iujjXiliuia who lived long ia the Curtain-Road, Shoredilch, is faid, 
in conjun<5lion with bis airociates, to have made near a yeaj by piaclliling 

Upon the credulity of the lower orders of the people.— tfe ftiled hirofelf (in the cir« 
cnlating cards) an *' Aftromomer and Aftrologer«— *Tbat he gave advice to Gentle* 
men and Ladies on bufinefs, trade, contraAs, removals, journeys by land or 
water, marriages, children, law fuits, abfent friends, &c.'* And further, that 

he calculated nativities accurately.*'— >His fee was half a crown. 

An inftanoeof mifiEhievfliis eredultty, occafioned by oonfnlting this impoAor, 
fell lately under the review of a Police Magiftate', where a perfon bavingproperty 

ftolea 
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fcribed fomething like the perfon of a man whom he fufpedled, his crednlity and 
folly To far got the better of his reafon and refledlion, as to induce him« upon tbe 
Mtliority of this impoftor actually to charge his neighbour with a felony, and to 
caufe him to be appreliended. — The Magilirate fettled the maucr by difcharginj 
tbe prifoner, repriir^nd i'»t the accufer fevcrely tor his folly, and by or<ierin|{ the 
toDjiiror to be lakea iiuu cullody "as a rogue and a vngabond,** 

But the (Jtlulijn with rcgaid to fortune-tcUcrs is ncit contiiicd to vulgar 
iincu it li> knuwii, that ladies of rank, falbion, and I'urtunc, cuatrlbute to the en- 
couragement of tliis fraudulent pfoftflioQ in ptrticular» by their viftts to a pretended 
slbologer of their own fox in the neighbouiliood of Totteohwn Court Road, who, 
to the difgrace of her votaries* whnft oducation ought to have taught them the 
Iblly and wcaknob of oounleiMndng fiMbgroA impofition^ finds the fiaAice of 
it extremely produ^ve *. 

The «a of the !)ih Gcovge the Second, cap, 5, *' pnnilbcs att perfon* pretending 
fitill in any crafty fcienoe,— to tell fortunes, or where flolen goods may be found, 
■with a year's imprifonvent, and flanding four times in the pillory (once eveiy 
quartet) during the termoffuch imprifonment. And the a<5l called the Vagrant 
Ac), madethe 17th year of the fniiie reign, declares fucb perCons to be rogues and 
ragabonds, nrxl liable to be punilbed as fuch f. 

We cannot too liighl) txtol the wilVluni of our prefent Ifg^iflature in thus provid- 
ing againll (o grofs nr. iinjvofuion, which was dail). gaining ground upon tlit- minds 
of the weaker part of the people, particularly females, who were coniiautl) run- 
ning after thefe pi crended wife ones, for information on various fubje^s. But 
furely Ae folly of the caftern nations, which had its rile in the days of ignorance, 
ivnot fii reprehenfibl^ as that of tb^ more enlightened Europeans, who have for 
centuries been ledroned the wifeft people on tbe lace of the earth*
